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New director wants ‘best facility in the state’

BEAUMONT — ‘Should the — 


Church, in this case the San Diego 
diocese, own and operate a 
facility such as Boys Town of the 
Desert here? 

“Probably not,’’ says Holy 
Ghost Father Joseph Gaglione, 
who became full-time director of 
Boys Town last month at the 
request of Bishop Leo T. Maher. 


“BUT WHETHER or not its 
initial involvement was wise, the 
diocese must maintain Boys Town 
because it is a badly needed 
facility and there are no qualified 
agencies able or willing to ak it 
over. 

And if the diocese is going to 
operate Boys Town, ‘‘it is 
important that Church visibility 
be increased there. Its purpose 
should be to bring ‘Christ to the 


boys as well as fulfilling their . 


needs,’’ he said. 

To do that he feels that the 
number of priests, sisters and 
brothers on the staff should be 
“That way the boys 
can really see the Church on a 


- daily basis.” 


WITH NO connection a Father 
Flanagan’s Boys Town of Nebras- 
ka, Boys Town of the Desert 
began more than 75 years ago as 
St. Boniface Indian School. 


In the 1950s there was no 
longer a substantial need for the 
school for Indians, which was 
operated by the Franciscans, and 
administration of the facility 
passed to the diocese. The school 


then began accepting any boy 
who needed an education and 
custodial care. 


In the 1960s the school became 
a center for delinquent boys and 
in 1969 was moved from. its 
original site near Banning to the 
present 120-acre campus south of 


‘Interstate 10 near Beaumont. 


TODAY BOYS TOWN carries 
on a residential treatment pro- 
gram for boys between the ages of 
11 and 16 “‘who have problems in 
the area of juvenile delinquency,”’ 
Father Gaglione said. 


“It is not a jail nor a reform 
school with bars and fences. It is 
an open facility and the idea is to 
make the boys want to be there 
for help.”’ 


In recent years Boys Town has 
been beset with administrative 
and financial problems and Bish- 
op Maher asked Father Gaglione 
to take over the directorship 
because “‘I have had quite a bit of 
practical experience working with 
teens and developing: programs 
for them.” 


FOLLOWING HIS ordination in 
1964 he was assigned to Puerto 


Rico where he developed the first” 
all-female drug rehabilitation pro- 


gram. In 1970 he was assigned to 
the San Antonio, Tex., diocese 
where he developed a residential 
treatment and out-patient center 
for teenaged drug abusers. 


In 1973 he was assigned to the 
San Diego diocese to become 
public relations director for the

Helping feed the world’s hungry 


St. Benedict the Moor parish in Milwaukee collected more 


than $10,000 during October to help alleviate the hunger of — 


starving millions around the world. 


They began a ‘‘Three F’’ program: Food for Famine, Funds 


for Famine, and Fast for Famine. Setting a goal of $2, 000, 


they never dreamed that much would come in. 


The $10,000 ‘‘will not prevent millions from starving,”’ 
Capuchin Father Alexis Luzi, St. Benedict’s bearded pastor, 
said. ‘‘What is more important, what is more miraculous, is 
the consciousness of world hunger that has been generated.” 


One contributor said he now feels uncomfortable eating 
meals in restaurants. Another, now aware that American 
livestock eat enough grain to supply 90 per cent of the hungry 
world’s protein needs, said she is embarrassed to serve large 
helpings of meat to dinner guests. 


Fasting achieved much of the consciousness of hunger, 


Father Luzi said. Every Sunday in October, the priests and 


about 200 persons who atténded the 10 a.m. Mass gathered in 
the church hall for a meal without meat or dairy products. 


They ate in silence while someone read information about 
world food needs and inspirational material about the 
Christian duty to meet those needs. 


Asserting that Americans believe everything must be paid 
for, Father Luzi said the Three F Program had said that bread 
‘is not primarily to be sold. It is primarily to be shared. By 
right, bread belongs to every hungry belly in the world. To 
share bread is what being a Christian is about.”’

Diocesan director cites local 
benefits and urges generosity

“We couldn’t expect a 
better return on our invest- 
ment,’’ said Msgr. Mark 


~ Doran, diocesan director of 
the Campaign for Human _ 


Development (CHD). 


Since it was begun by the 
U.S. bishops in 1970 people 
of the San Diego diocese 
have contributed more than 
$120,000 to the campaign, 
and this year alone three 
projects in the diocese will 
receive nearly $200,000 in 
CHD funding, ‘he said. 


“People Helping People. 
People Helping’ Themselves. 
You Make the. Difference,”’ 
is the theme of the 1975 drive 
which will be observed in all 
parishes Sunday, Nov. 24. 


MSGR. DORAN explained 
that those applying for a 
national CHD project grant 
must meet specific criteria 


and submit detailed plans for 
their project. 

“‘Most of those benefitting 
from the project must be 
from low-income groups, and 
the poor themselves must 
have a dominant voice in its 
planning. 


““CHD funding is directed 
primarily to those projects 
unable to obtain adequate 
financing from governmental 
or already existing private 
sources.”’ 


HE STRESSED that high- 
est priority is given projects 
which attack the basic causes 
of poverty; those which will 
result in institutional change 
to help a large number of 
people. 


“The San Diego diocese 
has been particularly blessed 
in getting grants for local 
projects,’’ Msgr. Doran said, 
“CHD has the resources to 
fund only one of every 10 
requests and many dioceses

It’s operated 
under the auspices of Catho- 
lic Community Services.’’ 


The Quechan Indians of 
Fort Yuma received a 
$100,000 grant to lease land 
for a farming enterprise. It is 
hoped enough money can be 
made from the venture to 
improve tribal conditions. 


Receiving a grant from 
CHD for $70,000 was Cam- 
pesinos Unidos, Inc. of 
Brawley. According to Msgr. 
Doran the group has estab- 
lished a credit union, day 
care centers and cattle-rais- 
ing co-operatives. 

THE. CHD grant will be 
used to fund a Spanish- 
speaking radio station to 
serve as an _ information 
system for the people bene- 
fiting from the projects. 


Special envelopes for the 
annual collection will be 
distributed to all parishes 
and Msgr. Doran urged 
people of the diocese to 
respond generously.. 


“The diocese has reaped 
great monetary benefits from 
from CHD, and it is a 
positive program which en- 
ables impoverished people to 
expand their economic op- 
portunities and to develop 
their human-potential.””

A 90-year history 


Old St. Bernardine High razed 


SC Correspondent 
SAN BERNARDINO—With a history of 


educational service dating back 90 years, 


aging, crumbling old St. Bernardine High 
School finally has become victim of the 
wrecker’s iron ball. 


After 67 years a familiar sight on Fifth 
Street between E and F streets in downtown 
San Bernardino, St. Bernardine was unused 
as a school, since 1970 when its last senior 
class of 70 students was graduated. 


NOW,THE OLD building is nearly cleared 
away with just a few piles of brick and 
twisted remains of rusting steel fire-escap- 
ing stairs remaining. 

It’s real beginning was with the Sisters of 
Immaculate Heart of Mary, when... they 
arrived in 1880 in San Bernardino, and 
began a combination day school and 
orphanage in a building at Fifth and E 
streets where the California Hotel now 
stands. 


Then, according to Msgr. John J. Bradley, 
St. Bernardine pastor, the parish extended 
from Needles to Cucamonga—the entire 
county. ; 


In 1907, parishioners built St. Bernardine 
Elementary School and in 1922 a high school 
was added to the structure. 


AT FIRST, said Msgr. Bradley, the school 
operated on a coeducational basis, but in 
1965 high school boys were educated at 
Newman High School, then in Fontana. Girls 
continued their secondary education at St. 
Bernardine High. 


By that time, St. Bernardine Elementary 
School was discontinued and pupils were 
educated at other parochial schools in the 
area. 


Finally, Newman High closed and in 1970 


so was St. Bernardine High. Both boys and 
girls then received their Catholic education 


last week at the

at St. Thomas Aquinas High in northeast 
San Bernardino. 


MSGR. BRADLEY said that when St. 
Bernardine closed its doors. it had a. 
registration of 336 students taught by nine 
sisters. When the high school began, 15 
students were registered in the freshman 
class. 


Msgr. Bradley said the old school building 
continued in use as a recreational and 
drop-in center for the American “Association 
of Retired Persons until it was’ condemned 
by the city last August. 


“Even after the city had tagged the doors 
banning further use of the building, senior 
citizens still held a final get together there. 
They couldn’t see why it could no longer be 
occupied for any use.”’ = 


STILL REMAINING on the site will bée'a 
classroom and library building, cafeteria, 
which had been attached to old St. 
Bernardine, athletic locker and shower - 
building and the former home economics 
facility. 

Msgr. Bradley said those buildings will 
remain and be used for offices, meetings and 
CCD classes. The demolition and rehabilita- 
tion work including reconnection of utilities 
may cost at least $18,000. Demolition alone 
costs about $10,000, he said. 


For the time, Msgr. Bradley said the old 
school site will be graded and paved for-auto 
parking, but what of the 1-and-one-fourth 
acre’s ultimate use? i 

About two years ago the San Diego 
diocese planned construction of a 12-story, 
150-apartment high-rise structure for senior 
citizens, he said.

It's that Spanish influence 


If you’re in New York on Columbus Day it is rather like 
being in California on the feast of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe. Both are feasts celebrated with vigor and 
fervor by our Spanish-speaking Catholics. The miracle of 
Guadalupe needs little introduction to our readers—but 
the Columbus Day celebration at St. Patrick’s Cathedral 
on Fifth Avenue marks the fact that he was the explorer 
and messenger from Queen Isabella and the Spanish 
culture. 


These high days in the Hispanic calendar also 
underline the endurance of the Catholic faith among 
those whose roots go back to Spain. It also shows the 
growing concern of Church leaders to tend to the pastoral 
needs of the 10 million Spanish-speaking among the 55 
million American Catholics. 


Although professing a faith handed down by their 
forefathers, they lack religious education. Earnest, 
hardworking and frugal, most of them live in various 
levels of poverty, whether in California or New York, in 
Los Angeles or Miami. 


Recognition and integration 


In our diocese we have the second Chicano bishop in 
the United States—our own, home-grown, lovable Gil- 
bert Chavez. This is recognition by the local Church and 
by Rome of the needs, the aspirations and the integration 
of the Spanish-speaking people. 


The Spanish-speaking are often viewed ‘‘rather as a 
burden, as a social problem, as recipients of charity,’”’ 
according to Rogelio Manrique, a young Venezuelan 
Catholic lay leader in Detroit. ‘‘We are living within the 
Church, but until very recently, in spite of our numbers 
and devotion, we had no voice, we were not given the 
opportunity of making our own contribution ot the life of 
that Church,’’ he said. 


Religious wealth 


They now talk of the ‘‘religious wealth’’ among 
Chicanos, Puerto Ricans and other Spanish-speaking. 
““Awareness’’ seminars look at realities enlightened by 
the gospel. In the past 15 months, some 4,600 
participants in about 20 cities in the East, Midwest, the 
West and Southwest have attended meetings on pastoral 
werk for the Spanish-speaking people, lasting from one 
to three days. 


Father Edgar Beltran, a theologian and expert on 
pastoral work who has been coordinating the meetings 
for the division of Spanish-speaking of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference, says- there has been a ‘‘promising 
response.’’ The concept: of grassroots‘communities has 
evolved as the main point of these awareness seminars. 
In our diocese we have the flourishing work of the 
Communidades de Base, often reviewed in the Spanish 
language page of SC. 

The Campaign for Human Development, whose appeal 
comes right after Thanksgiving, is sponsored by the 
Catholic bishops of the United States to alleviate poverty 
‘in this country. It has allocated about $6 million of the 
total $20 million collected in the past four years to 
projects for Spanish-speaking areas. 


Cursillos and CFM 


For many people the Chicano cause is exemplified by 
the crusading spirit which enlivens boycotts by the 
United Farm Workers of America (UFWA) of grape and 
lettuce growers, who, they allege, fail to meet the basic 
demands of social justice over wages and working 
conditions. 


However, in a different dimension, the Cursillos de 


‘Southern 


Cristiandad—short courses in Christian living originat- 
ing in Spain and now widespread here—have reached 
about 400,000 Spanish-speaking persons. A vast number 
of English-speaking’Catholics regularly benefit from the 
same exposure—only in English. 


The Christian Family Movement and similar groups 
also have strong following among the Spanish-speaking. 


It has been said that, unlike the Germans, Polish, 
Italian and other Catholic immigrants, those from the 
Caribbean, Central and South America, Mexico and 
Puerto Rico have never found comfort in ethnic parishes 
of their own. I’m not so sure. We have several 
“‘national’’ parishes for Mexican-Americans in this 
diocese, which appear successful. 


Fall out in the ‘Register’ 


There has been a falling-out between publisher Patrick 
Frawley and editor of the National Catholic Register, 
Dale Francis. Francis was fired by Frawley when, the 
publishing office was moved from Huntington, Ind., to 
Los Angeles, where the group’s Twin Circle is published. 


Francis has been succeeded by that well-known 
episcopal journalist, Archbishop Robert J. Dwyer, who 
retired from the Portland, Ore., see earlier this year. 
This makes him probably the first archbishop-editor.. The 
archbishop is well-known as a conservative columnist. 


Meanwhile at the camp of another national Catholic 
paper; the National Catholic Reporter, editor Donald J. 
Thorman celebrated 10 years of its life by saying 
“survival is cool joy.’” The paper was born on the 
feast day of St. Jude, ‘‘saint of the impossible.’’ Oct. 28 


1964, in the middle of the Second Vatican Council. ‘‘Just . 


to be alive and in moderately good health after these past 
10 hectic, tempestuous, exciting and history-making 
years is an invigorating experience,’’ said Thorman. 


Mecca tor all Christians 


If Christians have a ‘‘mecca’’, surely it must be the 
Holy Land. Even more than Rome, so much of our 
Christian heritage lies in the holy places. | shall be in the 
Holy Land as this is published, savoring the opportunity 
to visit the land of the Bible as part of Holy Year 


- pilgrimages. After all, once you get to Rome, it is not 
very far to Israel, with Bethlehem, Nazareth, Cana and 


the very heart of our tradition, from both Old and New 
Testament. 


Unfortunately there is the distinct possibility that 
aggressive poses on both sides in the perennial Arab- 
Israeli situation may lead to yet another in the series of 
wars which have marked that troublesome and strife-torn 
part of the world. Official recognition of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization as the Arab negotiators is surely 
yet another travesty of justice perpetrated by world 
opinion. 


There was always the hope that peace could 
prevail—however tenuously—while the Arabs were 
represented by moderate King Hussein of Jordan. But to 
give the role over to the fiercely aggresive Palestine 
Liberation group is surely moving the danger of war in 
the Middle East that much nearer. 


No longer men and women? 


Surely it is carrying too far this business of avoiding 
references to men only, when a letter is addressed to 
‘‘Gentlepersons.’’ It’s from a wellknown cine camera 
company. It’s enough to make someone anything but a 
‘‘gentleperson.”’

Food and truth 


Delegates from 130 nations now talking 
in Rome face the problem of meeting the rising 
global demand for food. 


This is not to say that the world cannot 
produce a sufficiency. 


This is not to say that population is 
outstripping potential food supplies. 


But it is to say, in truth, that nations 
have yet to show that degree of enlightened 
cooperation which will enable all the world’s 
people to be fed from the ample resources 
available. 


The answer does not lie in raising tariff 
barriers against the movement of free trade, 
nor in artificial price fixing. 

‘It lies in a more generous use and 
coordination of all resources, of expertise, 
finance and technology to produce the crops 
that can be grown. 


There are vast, untapped water and soil 
resources in the five continents, which can be 
brought into high yield through international 
cooperation. — 


The real trouble with the world’s food 


supply is the isolationist viewpoint which fails 
to see the global possibilities.

Through a mirror darkly 


As women will, we were talking...about 
truth and reality and how important an 
honest self-appraisal is for emotional 
‘maturity, and the full development of 
character. 


Then we attempted to define maturity 
and found ourselves questioning whether, 
in fact, complete maturity does exist. Are 


_ we ever completely and finally mature, or 


is maturity like humility—when you think 
you have reached it, you have lost it? 


IDEALLY OUR personalities should be 
so integrated that judgment would always 
be sound, values always objective, 
emotional response balanced and our 
basic attitude selfless and other-oriented. 


Actually in this faulty conflict-ridden . 


society, we may consider ourselves 
remarkably stable if we adapt to change 
and other forms of mental and physical 
insecurity without wearing out either the 
confessional or the psychiatrist’s couch. 


The ability to change and adapt to 
change may not be all that maturity 
implies, but it is a great part of it. Cardinal 
John Henry Newman once said, ‘‘To live 
is to change and to be perfect is to have 
changed often.’’ 


THAT, AS ANY butterfly knows, is very 
true. From day to day, we change and 
grow, physically, mentally and emotional- 
ly. It is true that the rate of our 
development depends to a great extent on 
willingness to absorb and accept new 
principles, new ideas, new discoveries— 
and sift, discard or adopt. 


But there is in all of us a resistance to 
change. Security is a basic need and 
change upsets our hard-won confidence. 
We have to re-establish values and 
readjust attitudes and we find in that an 
element of threat to our well being. 


If life is long enough for us, physical 
maturity is usually inevitable. Intellectual 
development is the proclaimed goal of our 
educational system. Emotional maturity is 
much more elusive and most of its lessons 
are learned alone and painfully. 


THERE IS A child in each of us who 
stubbornly refuses to grow up, who has a 
nasty habit of lurking in the shadowy 
closets of the mind, and leaping out when

least expected. 


It is humiliating to find yourself 
figuratively banging, the table with a 
spoon, when the situation calls for calm 
reason and control. Or throwing a petulant 
tantrum when our way is crossed. It is also 
valuable self-revelation—if we can accept 
it and recognize it. 


Open-mindedness towards others, and 
recognition of our personal faults or 
failures in personal relationships are basic 
ingredients of most of the new group 
movements in both Church and society 
today. 


ENCOUNTER WEEKENDS, “‘sensitiv- 
ity sessions’’ horoscopes, and the inter- 
minable ‘‘sharing’’ of group dynam- 
ics seem to be inescapable. We are all so 
busy finding out about ourselves and 
being ‘‘open’’ to others, that the wonder 
is that we are not all monuments of 
honesty and emotional stability. 


- But we do not relinquish weapons 
easily, we are not so readily persuaded to 
trust. The hardest thing in the world for a» 
person is to face his shortcomings 
honestly and admit that perhaps his 
character and disposition may not be 
uniformly or persistently attractive and 
then do something about it. 


It is equally hard to conceive that our 
motives, so fondly imagined to be 
altrustic, are most often self-serving. And 
let someone seriously charge us with 
immaturity, and our immediate reaction 
will usually prove him right! 


BUT WE MAY be comforted by the 
reflection that the fate of the truly mature 
person in our underdeveloped world is 
often less than desirable. 


‘Jesus Christ must rank as the one 
totally mature human being, and he was 
vilified, envied, persecuted, betrayed. and 
finally crucified. 


True maturity is frequently misunder- 
stood and resented, in ‘common ‘with real 
goodness, genuine sanctity, and sincere 
humility. 

It is a risk inherent in our search for 
perfection, but it is a risk that we, as 
Christians, must be prepared to take—for 
there lies the way of the Cross. 
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Talking Point—the political arena 


Are American 


Catholics are ‘‘political pygmies,’’ and legislative- 
ly they must be viewed as ‘‘second-class citizens.’’ 
These were the ideas expressed to the national 
meeting of ‘the Chief Administrators of Catholic 
Education in San Diego recently by Jesuit Father 
Virgil Blum of Marquette University’s political 
science department and president of the Catholic 
League for Religious and Civil Rights.

What gains did Catholics make in last week’s 
elections? Do Catholics need a civil rights union to 
strengthen their political clout and to serve their 
interests? 


‘Anti-Catholicism in our society appalls non- IGathe. 
lic scholars. Professor Arthur M. Schlesinger of 
Harvard regards prejudice against the Catholic 
Church as ‘‘the deepest bias in the history of the 
American people.’’ A Yale counterpart, Professor 
Peter Viereck, thinks that ‘’Catholic-baiting is the 
anti-Semitism of the liberals.’’ 


THE TIME has come for Catholics to throw off the 
shackles of second-class citizenship and demand 
their full rights. For too long we Catholics have 
dociley accepted discrimination. 


Several years ago Catholic parents entered the 
political arena to obtain public funds for 
church-related schools. The Supreme Court gagged 
them, depriving them of their First Amendment 
right of freedom of speech, press, assembly and 
petition. te 


The court said such Catholic political activity has 
“divisive political potential,’’ and that ‘‘political 
division along religious lines was one of the principal 
evils the First Amendment was intended to 
protect.’ 


THIS MAKES a mockery of our political rights. 
Deprived of these rights, we are second-class 
citizens. The major political parties have been 
relegating Catholics to such a role for decades. . 


A majority of Catholics regularly vote the 


_Democratieeticket. Yet, Adam Walinsky, former 


assistant to Sen. Robert Kennedy, feels that ‘‘liberal 
Democrats’’ have consistently ‘‘treated defeats of 
Catholic interests as triumphs over the devil,’’ and 
their greatest victory was defeating ‘‘public aid to 
parochial. schools.’’ 


Most Catholics are working people, and yet 


George Meaney and the AFL-CIO vehemently 
attacked tax credits for Catholic parents before the 
House Ways and Means Committee. 


BECAUSE CATHOLICS are politically simplistic, 
voting the party and not the issues, the Democratic 
party and the AFL-CIO can, to quote Walinsky, 
“‘twist a broken bone into Catholic flesh’’ without 
the loss of votes. :

motivated by personal prejudices as policy makers in 
the legislative and executive branches. 


One Supreme Court justice said that in cases 
involving religion and tax-support to schools, the 
justices must follow their own ‘’preposessions’’ 
because there is nothing in the Constitution to guide 
them. According to ig Dictionary, ““ore- 
posession’’ means ‘‘‘bias’’ or ‘’prejudice.’’ 


IN OTHER WORDS, all church-state cases 
coming before the Supremé Court are decided on the 
basis of the prejudices of the nine justices. Do their 


prejudices induce them to treat Catholics as | 


full-fledged or second-class citizens? 
The anti-Catholic prejudices of the judges may be 


personal, or they may feel compelled to embrace the | 


nativist anti-Catholicism expounded by the New 
York Times, the American Civil Liberites Union 
(ACLU) and other such organs or organizations. 


Aid to non-public schools, for example, has never 
come about because Catholics and other religious- 
minded citizens have allowed their opponents to 
define the terms of the controversy. And he who 
defines the controversy has his argument half won. 


Catholics separately, or in conjunction with 
certain Protestant and Jewish groups, have never 
had an adequately funded and competently led 


national interest group. Consequently, we have 
never been able to loudly, clearly and persistently 
articulate to the public the importance of diversity 
and freedom of education in a pluralistic society. 


WE HAVE NOT, through highly diversified 
national information programs, educated our fellow 
citizens, created the operative ideas and the value 
presuppostions of our society, which, in the final 
analysis, are the bases of judicial decisions. 


When the black community became aware that the 
judges in state and federal courts were writing their 
own prejudices into the Constitution, they rose up to 
challenge this legalized discrimination. 


They organized the Urban League and the 
National Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People to fight racism in the mass media, in 


social and _ political gatherings, in scholarly 
conventions, in labor and business communities, in 
the legislative, executive and judicial branches of 
government. In a word the blacks used the 
democratic process to fight for freedom and 
equality. 


THE JEWISH community has brilliantly respond- 
ed to the demands of democratic process. Jewish 
leaders know that in democracy the people are king. 
They know that their community’s political clout—in 
government—is directly _proportionate to their 
ability to apply X-ray therapy to bigotry, and to their 
ability to create public understanding of their ideas, 
values, principles and objectives. 


As a result, the political and social clout of the 
Jewish minority of 5.5 million is, no doubt, 10 times 
greater than that of 49 million Catholics.: 

- This is true because the Jewish minority has 25 
national interest groups whose sole purpose is to 
influence the making of public policy. Until last year 


_ Catholics did not have a single organization with this 
* purpose.

TO SPEAK BLUNTLY, American Catholics have 
abdicated their rights as citizens and they have 
failed in their duties as citizens. American Catholics 
are political pygmies, and because they are, their 
religion is often defamed, their customs, practices 
and beliefs are often ridiculed, and their rights and 
liberties are often suppressed. 


In May of 1973 the Catholic League for Religious 
and Civil Rights was formed to try to change the 
status of Catholics in American society. It is 
committed to serve Catholic and other religious 
communities to provide assistance to individuals and 
others in cases involving religious freedom or 
religious and moral values. 


The league engages in education, litigation, 
negotiation and confrontation. For example, a battle 
with: the Xerox Corporation brought the new 
organization national attention last year. 


XEROX PUBLISHED and distributed a booklet to 
high schools entitled Population Control: Whose 
Right to Live? The league felt the booklet was 
defamatory of the Catholic community, and, when 
used in public schools, violative of the right to free 
exercise of religion of students and their parents. 


The booklet charges Pope Paul with responsibility 
for the death of millions of children, gives a biased 
analysis of Humanae Vitae and the population 
problem and proposes that criminal charges be 
brought against: the Church in a world court for 
crimes against humanity. 


The league made efforts to negotiate with the 
Xerox officials to cease publication and distribution 
of the booklet. They refused and the league then 
informed them that the matter would be pursued in 
court. Xerox then sought a settlement and agreed to 
stop publication and distribution of the booklet and 
to prohibit any third party from reproducing and 
redistributing the material. 


THE LEAGUE HAS been involved in several other 
cases battling the defamation of Catholics and 
fighting for their civil rights. But our resources are 
infinitesimal compared with other organizations 
fighting for minorities. The Jewish Anti-Defamation 
League has resources in excess of $6 million, and the 
ACLU has an annual budget of more than $5 
million.

TAIPEI, Taiwan (NC)—If 
Catholic theology is ever to 
become acceptable to the 
Chinese the traditional 
Western patterns of presen- 


‘tation must be discarded, 


according to the coordinator 
of the theological committee 
of the Federation of Asian 
Bishops’ Conference. 


“We must get out of the 
Greco-Roman pattern or 
rut,’ Bishop Paul Cheng of 
Tainam, Taiwan, declared in 
his newly published book 
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entitled Between Heaven 
and Man, which he described 
as a _ popular-styled first 
attempt to show Asian cul- 
ture and Catholic theology as 
compatible. 


He avoids the normal 
order or method of systemat- 
ic theology, and starts from 
the ancient Chinese concept 
of heaven, a supreme deity 
or moral force which rules 


the universe and has a_ 


personal interest in the 
affairs of men.

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He is critical of earlier 
churchmen who were not 
willing to recognize the 
concept of the Way of 
Heaven of Confucius and 
Mencius, the great Chinese 
sages.

Pope raps affluent nations 


ROME (NC)—“‘It is inad- 
missible that those who 
control mankind’s wealth 
and resources should try to 
resolve the problem of hun- 
ger by forbidding the poor to 
be born or by leaving to die 
of hunger the children whose 
parents do not fit into the 
plans based on pure hypoth- 
eses about mankind’s fu- 
ture. 


Pope Paul addressed those 
words to approximately 3,000 
people participating in the 
World Food Conference here 
to discuss the global food 
crisis. 


THE POPE asked: “‘Is it 
not a new form of warfare to 
impose a restrictive demo- 
graphic policy on nations to 
ensure that they will not 
claim their just share of the 
earth’s goods?’’ 


He told the conference the 
issue of population growth 
can become an ‘“‘alibi’’ used 
to sidestep the real issues. 
behind the food crisis. 


He warned against placing 
too much confidence in the 
“automatic nature of purely 
technical solutions, while 
fundamental human values 
are forgotten.’ 


TO EASE the current food 
crisis, Pope Paul suggested 
that: 

—A world fund, drawn 
mainly from reduced arms 
expenditures, be created to 
combat the hunger problem. 


—Some ‘“‘serious errors of 
orientation’? on the part of 
wealthy, technologically-ad- 
vanced nations be corrected 
to lessen the gap between 
the world’s ‘‘haves’’ and 
“*have nots.’’ 2

—Developing nations re- 


emphasize agriculture which 
is currently the *‘most under- 
developed of the sectors of 
underdevelopment.’’ 


. —Wealthy nations ‘‘break 
with a consumption’’ of the 
world’s resources ‘‘that is 
excessive.”’ 


He called on the confer- 
ence for ‘‘a positive will not

The Pope said Christ gave

What was it 
all about? 


Generally the various Inquisitions 
lasted sporadically from the 13th to the 
17th centuries and arose as the result of a 
heresy called Catharism. Briefly, Catha- 
rism held that there are two powers in 
conflict: Light (the spiritual world) and 
Darkness (the world of matter or created 
things). The capital sin was to procreate 
children because spirit would thus be 
imprisoned. All sexual activity, conse- 
quently was sinful.

After 
200 years, the Church joined forces with 
the secular powers with the establishment 
of the Inquisition in 1231 by Pope Gregory 
IX to protect the authority of the Church. 
Frank Sheed explains: 


“Gregory did not deny the state’s right 
to protect itself: these heretics were a 
threat to life itself, and the state was 
entitled to put them to death: but, as to 
whether people were in fact heretics, that 
was for the Church to decide, not the 
state.’’ 


Gradually, the inquisitors extended 
their activities to everyone suspected of 
any kind of heresy. For the most part, they 
were motivated by what they considered 


to be love of Christ and the Church. 

Their basic mistake was, as Sheed 
notes, that ‘‘they assumed that the heretic 
was an evil man in bad faith—for we note 
that the Inquisition was concerned only 
with the baptized, with those who had had 
the faith and rejected it...Psychology had 
centuries of development ‘still to make 
before it could be realized that the heretic 
might truly love God, that the guilt of his 
rejection of the Church could be 
diminished by all sorts of personal 
factors.’ 

The gradual growth in the Church’s 
self-understanding was reflected in John 
XXIII’s Christmas 1958 statement that all 
Christians ‘‘bear the name of Christ on 
their foréhead.’’
